Colonades Residents Speak Out At City 
Council 


On March 16, 1994, residents from the 
Colonades Tenants Association spoke at the City 
Council meeting about conditions in their buildings. 

"We are speaking out now because we want to 
make sure that we don’t have a catastrophe or a 
nightmare at the Colonades," said Toni Baskerville, 
Tenant Association Vice President. "The elevators are 
in disrepair. They are dangerous. They make noise all 
the time. People are afraid to get on them. Many 
times there is only 1 working elevator on either side 
of the building." 

"Our building is a building of working 

families and senior citizens who live in Newark by 
choice. We pay rent comparable to people in nearby 
towns, yet we have to deal with terrible conditions. 
Our building houses 2000 residents, who are asking 
help from all responsible parties." 

Tenant Association Secretary Leon McNeil 
asked the City Council for help in finding out who 
the exact owner of the building is. 

"Do we have to have a tragedy before 
something happens?" asked Moe Davis, Tenant 
Association President. Residents presented the City 
Council with a report on safety code violations in 
their building, including missing smoke detectors. 

Residents expressed appreciation to 
Councilman Branch for his visits to the building and 
his efforts to help residents. 

Councilman Tucker said the problem lies with 
enforcement of city codes. "The absence of strong 
enforcement is what allowed the conditions at Hill 
Manor, and those like these to become the way they 

e," he said. 
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Garden Spires: The Next Hill Manor? 


Extremely serious and health threatening 
conditions continued at HUD-assisted high rise 
buildings in Newark this winter. 

Residents at Garden Spires had no heat and 
no hot water for 3 days during February 1994. "We 
had no drinking water, and we had no water to flush 
toilets," said resident Elaine Sewell from 175 1st St. 

People in the two 20-story apartment buildings 
had to buy bottled water to bathe and cook. 

Over one month after the initial problem, 
residents of one of the towers were still dealing with 
the smell from the break of the main water and sewer 
pipe. "The smell is even in peoples’ clothes," said 
Ethel Ellis, from 175 1st St. 

These were not the only serious wrote at 
Garden Spires. At the March meeting of the HUD 
Tenants’ Coalition, tenant representatives reported 
that the grounds around the apartment buildings were 
dug up, with holes large enough to be a danger for 
children falling in. In fact a car had fallen through the 
large crater in the driveway. 

One elevator was dropping, and tenants said it 
was not safe and should not be running. 

The basement up to the second floor had filled 
with water after the water pipe broke, and rats were 
found swimming in the water. Mice had infested the 
whole building. Tenants are concerned about the 
health affects of the rodents. 


Pavilion Apartments Residents Concerned 


Concerned residents of Pavilion Apartments 
are exploring ways to get action on problems in their 
building. According to residents, the elevators are the 
most serious problem. Elevator doors open between 
floors. Residents are concerned that children will 


fall, causing injuries or death. 


Around Town 


Mrs. Francis Houston (seated) recently celebrated her 


reelection as President of the Tenants Association at 
Georgia King Village. Mrs. Houston faced a difficult 
election, in which the manager tried in a variety of 
ways to influence the election outcome. Since then, 
Mrs. Houston is continuing to work hard for and with 
GKV residents. At a recent Tenants Association 
meeting, posters done by the young people for Black 
History Month decorated the walls of the community 
meeting room. Comprehensive medical exams are 
being arranged by a medical group which will come 
directly to the building. Senators Lautenberg and 
Bradley had representatives at recent GKV meetings 
to hear residents concerns about a number of issues. 


Zion Towers Tenants Stop Rent Increase - Again 


For the second year in a row, tenants at Zion 
Towers have stopped a rent increase in their building 
by challenging the numbers and facts in the rent 
increase application submitted to the New Jersey 
Housing & Mortgage Finance Agency. This time the 
owner wanted a rent increase of 4.5% in a request 
submitted on June 30, 1993. The basic reason the 
company gave for the increase was, "An increase in 
expenses at the project." 

Tenant Sam Rivers, working with accountant 
Milton Zisman, and lawyers Sharon Rivenson Mark, 
John Jacobi, and Bill Eaton, worked on the tenant 
response. Using the documents provided by the 
owners, the tenants submitted figures which showed 
that the building actually had an increase in income 


` which was more than enough to cover the increase in 


expenses at the building. According to the tenants 
letter, income increased by an estimated 9% from 
1992 to 1993, while expenses increased an estimated 
8%. 

The letter also reports that uncollected rents 
went up by 200% to $98,193. Rents from vacancies 
cost the building $415,169. The tenants said these 
figures show serious problems with management at 
the building. The letter also stated that the amount of 
money given for repairs - $524,422 - would be 
enough money to spend an average of $1957 on every 
apartment. 

"The uncollected rents and numerous 
vacancies are a direct result of the excessive rents 
charged. The apartments at Zion are unaffordable for 
prospective tenants who do not qualify for large 
subsidies. In addition the high rents have driven out 
good market rent paying tenants who were willing to 
live in the building while the rents were reasonable. 
I urge the NJHMFA to deny this rent increase 
application," wrote Mr. Rivers in conclusion. 

Zion Towers tenants had to pay a 31% rent 
increase in 1991. Since then, their hard work has 
stopped additional rent increases in the building. 
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Good News From Aspen Riverpark: 
Churches & Tenants Team Up 


On a recent Saturday morning, a visitor to 
Aspen Riverpark Apartments would have seen young 
and old doing "power aerobics" together in a newly 
renovated community room. 

It was a Hip-Hop-Funk-Power-Out Aerobics 
Class conducted by Elizabeth Cohen, a trained 
physical educator. The session was part of a special 
program of Saturday activities being run by the Aspen 
Riverpark Tenants Association, with help from the 
parishioners at St. Stephan’s United Church of Christ 
in Newark, and First Congregational United Church 
of Christ in Westfield. 

The churches have worked with tenants to 
hold a Valentines’ Day Party for senior citizens in the 
building, help children make Easter baskets, and are 
planning a tree planting day. 

"We are happy about working with the 
churches on these programs," said Delores Rich, Vice 
President of the Aspen Riverpark Tenants 
Association.. "It is something. for young..and.old..to, 
look forward to, a way to join in and do something 
positive in the building." 

Recent events have 
improvements to the building. 

At a Press Conference held by the HUD 
Tenants’ Coalition on Dec. 9, 1993, the Aspen 
Riverpark was one of eleven buildings mentioned in

“a report about living conditions in the apartments. 


Tenants surveyed at each of the buildings reported 
serious problems with elevators not working, repairs 
not being made, little or no security, and lack of heat 
and hot water. 

Some of the survey results for Aspen 
Riverpark Apartments showed that: 

* 50% of the residents who answered the 
survey said there was a drug problem 

* 60% said the hallways were dirty 

* 50% said that the elevators do not always 
work 

* 80% said there was a problem with rats, 
roaches and mice 

* 66 different leaks were reported 
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At the Press Conference, the HUD Tenants’ Coalition 
called on HUD to make sure that buildings are "safe, 
and sanitary", before continuing to give the private 
owners millions of tax dollars. (See accompanying 
article in this issue). 

Immediately after this, the Aspen Riverpark 
Tenants Association received a call that someone 
from the local HUD Office would be coming to see 
the building. "We had been complaining for months 
that there were no locks on any of the entrances to 
our building, and that it was very dangerous," said 
Ms. Rich. "It was amazing to see those new locks 
appear just in time for the visit from the HUD 
official." 

In addition, the manager, Maureen Kozdron 
from U.S. Housing Corp., called the ‘Tenants 
Association requesting a meeting (after months of 
refusing to meet with them and directing them to 
meet with the on-site manager, who had no real 
authority to make decisions). Ms. Kozdron wants to 
meet with the Tenant Association representatives on 
a regular basis. She also said the laundry rooms, 
which have been non-operational for months, would

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Is HUD Finally Listening? 
Action Proposals Can Stop Future Tragedies 


Four months before the tragic death of 2 
people at Hill Manor Apartments, a HUD-assisted 
privately-owned building in Newark, the HUD 
Tenants’ Coalition (HTC) gave the local office of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) fair warning 
that there were serious problems in these buildings. 

During August and September of 1993, the 
HTC conducted a survey of 11 HUD-assisted 
buildings in Newark. The surveyed showed serious 
problems at all the properties. 

In an open letter to HUD Secretary Henry 
Cisneros, Frank Hutchins from HTC wrote, "In 
October, 1993, our organization gave the local HUD 
Office the results of a survey cocnerning conditions 
in privately owned HUD-assisted buildings in 
Newark. The survey report showed a pattern of 
serious, sometimes life threatening, problems in all 
the buildings. In December, 1993, we submitted this 
same report to your office." 

"It should not take a tragedy before HUD does 
the job it is supposed to do: provide "safe, decent, 
and sanitary" housing for all its residents. The 
information which was provided in the survey should 
have been taken seriously, and acted upon quickly - 
not because there was a tragedy but because it was 
the right thing to do in order to prevent one." 

"We have been saying for years that HUD 
should stop giving away tax dollars without regard to 
the conditions in the buildings, and should stop 


rewarding incompetent management with rent 
increases." 
The report surveyed conditions in the 


following complexes: New Hope Village, Zion 
Towers, Stratford Place, Carmel Towers, St. James 
Towers, Georgia King Village, Hallmark House, 
Fairview Homes, Collonades Apartments, Aspen 
Riverpark, and Douglass-Harrison Apartments. 

On March 24, 1994, representatives from the 
local HUD Office met with members of the HUD 
Tenants’ Coalition and presented a series of "action 
proposals" which would help prevent tragedies from 
Hill Manor from happening again. 

The initial reaction of HUD representatives

was that the proposals had "tremendous merit," but 
decisions about which proposals would be 
implemented, and when were not finalized. 

A meeting is scheduled for April 16, 1994 
with Helen Dunlap, Deputy Assistant Secretary for 
Multi-Family Housing Programs at HUD.

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Hill Manor Tragedy: Unanswered Questions 


There has been frequent coverage of the tragic deaths 
of 2 people at Hill Manor Apartments in the local 
newspapers. The deaths in January 1994 followed the 
loss of electricity and elevator service in the building. 
Here are some questions which remain: 


1) Why didn’t HUD (the Department of Housing & 
Urban Development) monitor conditions at the 
properties of Bruce Rozet, including Hill Manor, 
more closely, since HUD knew since 1990 that his 
properties were badly managed? Mr. Rozet was 
barred from doing further business with HUD after a 
federal investigation of his properties showed how 
horribly they were run. 

HUD’s own lawyer, Frank Keating, testified 
about Mr. Rozet at a Congressional hearing. He said 
that the federal government has given these property 
owners a wide range of economic benefits, including 
federal insurance, a guaranteed income stream 
through rent subsidies, tax incentives, rehabilitation 
loans, and management fees..."With these economic 
benefits for owners, managers, and syndicators of 


_ property comes the responsibility to maintain the 


housing in a liveable condition," said Mr. Keating. 
He went on to state that "the overriding concern from 
HUD’s perspective is that - because of abuse of the 
system and misuse or misappropriation of Federal 


government resources - thousands of families are 
CON : : . " 
forced to live in shameful conditions. 


Mr. Keating went on to say that "If HUD 
continues to pay a poor owner/operator to manage, 
eventually the project’s physical condition will 
deteriorate, tenant quality of life will decay, and the 
owner will come to HUD requesting grants...to save 
their investment..." 

"The families living in these projects should 
not be put at risk because owners/operators cannot 
solve project problems," said Mr. Keating. 

In spite of HUD’s own knowledge of this 
problem, the families at Hill Manor were pata at risk, 
and individuals died. 

Mr. Keating’s testimony goes on to state that, 
"Congress and the taxpayers have a right to question 
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how the project reached a level of extreme disrepair, 
forcing tenants to live in fear and poverty.“ Hopefully 
those questions continue to be asked about Hill 
Manor, long after the publicity dies down. 

Mr. Keatings’s report continues: "HUD must 
replace mediocre owner/operators to protect the long 
range value of the project as a housing resource for 
low income families." Why didn’t HUD do this at 
Hill Manor? 


2) Why has the city taken Wayne Fox, the manager 
of Hill-Manor to court, instead of including the 
owners of the building? Is this because nobody knows 
who the real owners are, or because they do know 
who the owners are? 


3) The Newark City Council made an agreement in 
late 1991 or early 1992 to waive back taxes at the 
building, if the owners paid $1.7 million and abate all 
violations within six months." However recent city 
records, according to the Star Ledger, show roughly 
1000 code violations at Hill Manor - more than at any 
othe property located in the city. So why didn’t the 
city do something when their agreement was broken? 


4) Since the tragedy in January, politicians of every 
level have been touring Hill Manor and getting their 
picture taken. Where were these politicians before, 
and will they be concerned about Hill Manor once the 
election is over in May? 


5) If Vince Lane takes over the building to do a $15 
million rehabilitation job, will the residents who live 
there now be able to afford the rents?

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32,000 Homeless in Essex 
County Need Housing 


An Essex County Task Force on Homelessness 
has called for building permanent housing for low 
income residents. 

The Task Force report, released in January 
1994, said efforts to assist the 32,000 homeless 
people in Essex County were hampered because of 
inadequate shelter, lack of child care, and the need 
for low income housing. 

"One of the biggest factors cited in homelessness 
is the lack of affordable housing," said Alan Zalkind, 
director of the Department of Citizen Services, which 
oversees the welfare division. 

"What new housing construction there has 
been in Essex County has been mostly tailored toward 
moderate and high income populations. Since 1980, 


‘housing stock has dropped by 6 percent in Essex 


County and by 20.4 percent in Newark," he said. 

That means that, in spite of whatever new 
construction has taken place and which sometimes 
gets good press coverage in the newspapers, Newark 
has lost nearly 1/4 of its available housing since 
1980. 

The report states, "The major problem with 
this current system is that it is geared to apply short- 
term temporary aid and is not equipped to deal with 
the root causes of homelessness: the lack of 
employment opportunities and the lack of affordable 
housing."

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Forcing Replacements For Columbus Homes 


On Sunday, March 6, 1994, four buildings at 
Columbus Homes were blown up. City officials 
wanted to blow up Columbus Homes 5 years ago, 
but were stopped by a court ‘case brought by 
residents, tenant groups and supporters, who formed 
the Newark Coalition for Low Income Housing 
(NCLIM). The case cited the federal law which stated 
that for every public housing unit destroyed, another 
must be built. 

The case was heard by Federal Court Judge 
Dickinson Debevoise, and the Settlement Agreement 
in 1989 required that all the units which were going 
to be blown up must be replaced. The settlement 
required that a total of 1777 new apartments would be 
built. 300 of these, at least, must be located on the 
Columbus Homes site. In addition, the settlement 
agreement included provisions for repairs in buildings 
where tenants are still living, and measures to repair 
and fill vacant apartments in public housing. 

In spite of the court settlement, for 3 years 
following it no new housing was built. It was only 
after the Coalition returned to court in 1992 to seek 
enforcement of the agreement that construction began. 
A schedule of construction deadlines was ordered by 
the court. 


The demolition of the 4 Columbus Homes 
buildings which took place on March 6 was allowed 
because the court agreed that the Housing Authority 
had made progress with new construction. 266 new 
units are almost complete, and contracts with 
developers have been signed to build another 393 
units. The completed units are located in various parts 
of the city. 

The Housing Authority will be able to 
demolish the other 4 Columbus Homes buildings 
when it starts work on the rest of the new apartments. 

"If we had not filed this court case, none of 
these new units would have been built," said Vic De 
Luca, Chairman of the NCLIH. "Newark would have 
lost hundreds of affordable apartments which are so 
badly needed. But the struggle is not over. The 
Coalition must remain vigilant to ensure that the 
balance of the required housing is actually built." 

Stephen Finn, executive director of the 
Coalition, said, "Newark is getting $200 million in 
federal construction funds to build 1777 new 


apartments which will replace garbage cluttered 
vacant lots with attractive housing for low income 
families to raise their children." Jf you would like to 
join NCLIH, or get more information call 824-6677.

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Section 8 Subsidies: Are They In 
Danger? 


As part of a move to cut costs, the 
Deppartment of Housing & Urban Development 
(HUD) is trying to develop a proposal for what to do 
about its Section 8 contract renewals. 

Approximately 850,000 affordable apartments 
were created through the Section 8 
Moderate/Substantial Rehabilitation and New 
Construction programs, and another 388,000 receive 
Loan Management Set-aside Section 8. The Section 8 
subsidies provided under these programs allow 
Owners to receive market rent for these apartments. 
Tenants pay only 30% of their income for rent, and 
HUD pays the difference. 

Most of these contracts ran for 15 to 20 years. 
Because HUD has less money to spend, the question 
of whether all these Section 8 contracts can and will 
be renewed is coming up. 

If Section 8 contracts are not renewed, it 
would affect thousands of low and moderate income 
families in Newark. The National Low- Income 
Housing Coalition says that HUD may be holding 
regional hearings on this issue.
